56 in 1952, 74 in 1951, 69 in 
1950, 64 in 1949 and 61 in 1948 


H eart disease continued to be the 
leading cause of sudden deaths in 
the county, but the great num ber of 
accident* on the highw ays th a t lead 
to an all tim e high in the num ber 
of persons killed by autos also was 
reflected 
in 
the coroner's 
report 
which .showed the greatest num ber 
of num ber of deaths from fractured 
(skulls in history. 
T here were 22 
persons who died from fractured 
skulls during the year, and the acci­ 
dents also accounted for one who 
died of a cut throat, and two who 
died from fractures of the pelvis 
plus other com plications and in ju ­ 
ries.
